Another Tax Try Appears In Offing 


By BILL STALL 
SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. 
Reagan appeared ready today 
for one more try at getting a 
property tax relief bill through 
the 1968 legislature. 
A formal announcement was 
expected today saying the Re­ 
publican governor was putting 
the item—his prime legisla­ 
tive goal for 1968—on the a- 
genda of the current special 
legislative session. 
His decision hinged on pros­ 
pects for winning approval in 
the Senate, where several prop­ 
erty tax cut proposals ran into 
hardrock opposition and died 
during the seven-month long 
regular session. 
Reagan conferred with the Sen­ 
ate’s D e m o c r a t i c leaders 
late Tuesday and an aide said 
the outlook appeared optimistic, 
although any tax cut bill still 
would be certain to face a rocky 
road to passage. 
The GOP governor already 
had a basic pledge of support 


from Assembly Speaker Jesse 
M. Unruh and fellow Demo­ 
crats in the lower house, al­ 
though Unruh was growing im­ 
patient that Reagan hadn’t put 
the item on the agenda. Only 
the governor can d e t e r m i n e 
what subjects are considered 
during a special session. 
"I don’t know what he’s wait­ 
ing on,” Unruh told reporters 
Tuesday afternoon. "If he’s go­ 
ing to put it on, he ought to put 
it on.” 
Reagan proposed a $250 mil­ 
lion tax relief package Monday, 
but Tuesday said he was will­ 
ing to accept any reasonable 
plan "so long as it results in 
giving this money back to the 
taxpayers in the form of at 
least some measure of reduc­ 
tion or relief in their property 
tax payments.” 
But he said there was no 
point in putting a bill before the 
legislature if there obviously 
was no chance for its passage. 
After deciding on property tax 


relief, Reagan said he then 
would determine the prospects 
for passing a bill to aid the San 
Francisco Bay A r e a Rapid 
Transit District. The district 
needs $144 million to finish 
building its 75-mile t r a n s i t 
system in San Francisco, Al- 
amoda and Contra Costa coun­ 
ties. 
If chances for approval ap­ 
peared good, he said he would 
add the BART question to the 
agenda, too. 


Legislators promised to do 
something this year to ease the 
property tax burden when they 
passed Reagan’s $1 billion tax 
hike bill in 1967. 
If nothing is done by Oct. 1, 
the state sales tax drops back 
automatically from five cents 
on the dollar to four and a half 
cents. 
Sen. George Miller Jr., D- 
Martinez, leading opposition to 
the property tax relief idea,

JOBLESS RATE DROP 
WASHINGTON (A P)- The na­ 
tion’s unemployment rate drop­ 
ped to 3.5 per cent of the total 
labor force in August, touch­ 
ing a 17 -year low for the third 
time in 1968, the Labor Depart- 
ment said today. 


The number of jobless persons 
declined 450,000 to 2.8 million, 
nearly double the expected Au­ 
gust drop. 
"The unemployment rate once 
again equaled the Korean war - 
era low reached in January, 
April and May of this year,” 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said. 


PLANE DISASTER

It Is quite a shock wuen the 


homes of some of your former 
friends are suddenly closed to 
you because they think you did 
things which you didn't do. You 
feel that you have been unjustly 
accused and have no chance to 
defend yourself because nobody 
will listen. The only way to a- 
vold this kind of bad reputation 
is to stay strictly away from 
anything which has the AP- 
PEARANCE of getting out of 
line. Whether unfair or not, 
we are all judged primarily by 
appearances. 
Another source for destroyed 
reputations, even when the vic- 
tim is completely innocent, is 
vicious, spiteful gossip. Among 
teen-agers there are certain in- 
dividuals who are utterly ruth- 
less when they become angry 
at another person. Girls fre- 
quently write that when they 
refuse to make out with theii 
dates, some boys tell horrible 
lies about them and their mor- 
als, just to get even! In other 
cases, they say boys try to 
blackmail them into giving in 
by threatening to tell such lies 
if the girls hold out. 
Girls, too, are 
sometimes 


guilty of vicious gossip. If a 
boy they have been dating drops 
them, some girls become so 
angry there is no limit to the 
damaging things they will say 
about the boy. And some girls 
become especially savage when 
they believe that another girl 
has stolen a favorite boy friend. 
Some girls who have started 
dating other girls' ex-boy fr- 
iends, have had tneir reputa- 
tions ruined by sheer lies, and 
through no fault of their ownl 
Almost anyone can become the 
target of a reputation destroyer. 
Juicy lies about a person's 
morals and general behavior 
have a way of spreading like 
wild fire because, unfortunate- 
ly, some people like to listen 
to gossip and pass it along. 
The only defense against such 
things is to live your life in 
such a straightforward way that 
your parents and friends, ev- 
eryone who knows you, will 
automatically know that ugly 
stories about your character 
are sure to be out and out 
lies. That kind of solid repu- 
tation among all who know you 
is the surest way to squelch 
any tales which might be start- 
ed by your enemies. It is the 
best possible insurance against 
a loss of reputation.

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The Needs Of Education 


It was interesting and perhaps not unintended coincidence that 


President Johnson released two reports on the outlook for educa- 
tion just as millions of children were returning to classrooms 
throughout the country. The sight of the young trooping off to 
school in unprecedented numbers is an impressive reminder that 
problems of assuring these and their successors a good education 
stand very high on the list of national priority items. 


One of the reports, "Education in the Seventies," was advan- 


ced not as a statement of policy but as a document intended to 
"stimulate discussion about the needs for education'' in the com- 
ing decade. This appears to set the tone of the two reports and of 
an accompanying memorandum from Secretary Cohen of the De- 
partment of Health, Education and Welfare. There is some var- 
iance in predictions of what lies ahead. 


Experts seem to be in doubt, for example, as to how many 


teachers will be required. One report foresees a need for another 
500,000 teachers by 1975. At the same time, it is noted that if 
the trend toward preschool learning programs and lower pupil- 
teacher ratios does not continue there might even be a consider- 
able surplus of teachers by that year. 


If the drive toward "best possible education for all" does not 


slacken, there is little doubt that hundreds of thousands will have 
to be added to the present teaching force. Educational quality can- 
not be maintained and improved if class size is allowed to in- 
crease and if preschool programs are abandoned. 


Costs will substantially rise if the movement toward better 


education for all American children continues. Under these cir- 
cumstances there can be no doubt that, as Secretary Cohen noted 
in his memorandum to the President, billions more will have to be 
spent on education. That is so even though a tapering-off of the 
increase in school enrollments is expected. 


No letup can be anticipated in the push toward miking higher 


education available to all who can qualify for it. There is a grow- 
ing popular consensus that financial barriers alone should not bar 
any boy or girl from a college education. If this concept is fully 
implemented, direct federal aid to students will have to be great- 
ly increased. 


Assuring high quality education to all of the rising generation 


will cost a great deal more than at present. But this is one public 
investment that can be counted on to pay off handsomely.

tion or an abscess. For this 
reason plucking is not 
sug- 


gested because the skin edge 
can be broken and thus ex- 
posed to the invasion by bac- 
teria.

At- 
tempts to do so alone by look- 
ing in the mirror confuse even 
the most dextrous people, and 
skin injuries result. 


Before cutting the hair, the 


nose should be cleaned with 
soap and water and a mild 
solution of alcohol. The scis- 
sors, too, should be cleaned 
uvith alcohol.#

patients alive long enough for 
the more energetic survival 
techniques. 


Dr. Charles L. Fox. of Col- 


umbia University's College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, has, 
wit.h his colleagues, created 
a new drug which seems to 
have great advantage over 
those previously in. use. Dr. 
Fox has taken two standard 
drugs, silver nitrate and one 
of the sulfa compounds, and 
combined them so that now 
the advantages of both be- 
come evident in fighting in- 
fection after burns. 


The drug has been used in 


a fairly large number of pa- 
tients in Vietnam and in a 
similar group of patients in 
the United States. The com- 
bined study seems to show 
that the growth of very dan- 
gerous germs has 
definitely 


been prevented, despite rather 
unsanitary conditions at the 
battlefront. 


When the drug has been 


extensively used, it will be 
given out for general con- 
sumption to the civilian popu- 
lation.

HOUSE COMMERCE COMMIT- 
TEE BEGINS INVESTIGATION 
INTO TV COVERAGE OF CHI- 
CAGO CONVENTION; AGITA- 
TORS WHO PROVOKED CHI- 
CAGO COPS PREPARE FOR 
CAMPUS CONFRONTATIONS. 
WASHINGTON — The House 
Commerce Committee, which 
has jurisdiction over Radio-TV 
legislation, has opened a quiet 
investigation into the TV cov- 
erage of the Democratic Con- 
vention. 
Chairman Harley Staggers, D- 


W. Va., ordered his investiga- 
tors this week to determine 
whether the TV network delib- 
erately focused on incidents 
that would embarrass the Dem- 
ocrats. 
His action was taken after this 
column reported that the net- 
works sought revenge against 
the Democrats for locating their 
convention in Chicago and forc- 
ing a $3 million shift on TV 
equipment from Miami Beach to 
Chicago. 
One network, sore at Mayor 
Richard Daley for obstructing 
TV coverage, reportedly order- 
ed its news chiefs to "get 
Daley." 
Certainly the networks played 
up the controversies, featured 
the dissidents and focused heav- 
ily on police brutality. Equal 
attention definitely was not giv- 
en to the Democratic regulars 
or to the provocations that made 
the police lose their tempers. 


Perhaps the networks simply 


were looking for provocative TV 
fare in order to boost their ra- 
tings, attract sponsors and in- 
crease profits. In other deliber- 
ative bodies, TV reporters 
•would never be permitted on the 
floor during debate to question a 
delegate about his motives. In- 
deed, TV cameras aren't even 
allowed inside the British House 
of Commons, Japanese Diet or, 
say, the U. S. House of Repre - 
sentatives. 
Staggers would also like to 
know whether the TV cameras 
helped to promote the distur- 
bances by providing a national 
spotlight for the troublemakers. 
There have been complaints, 
too, that the networks influenced 
events by broadcasting un- 
checked rumors and over-em- 
phasizing certain stories. 
It will be worth watching how 
far Staggers gets with his TV 
inquiry. For he is butting up 
against one of the most power- 
ful lobbies on Capitol Kill. 
Congressmen don't like to of- 
fend TV stations, which give 
them a lot of free exposure. 
Many congressmen also have a 
pocketbook interest in broad- 
casting through personal or fa- 
mily holdings in radio-TV sta- 
tions. The law firms of other 
congressmen represent radio- 
TV clients. 
It may not be altogether sur- 
prising, t h e r e f o r e , that the 
House by a 317-43 vote stopped 
the F e d e r a l Communications 
Commission from limiting the 
number of commercials on TV. 
However, the networks lost 
many friends on Capitol Hill, 
at least among the Democrats, 
by their TV presentation of the 
Chicago convention. 
CAMPUS CONFRONTATION 


The agitators, who fired up the 
youthful demonstrators in Chi- 
cago, are back in their hangouts 
preparing for a new confronta- 
tion on college campuses next 
month. 
They have set the period of 
October 23-30, according to 
confidential FBI information, 
for student demonstrations at 
universities t h r o u g h o u t the

country. 
The object of the demonstra- 
tions, as usual, will be the Viet- 
nam war. They will protest a- 
gainst U.S.'Mnflexibility," 
which they will blame for the 
lack of progress at the Paris 
truce talks. 
These hard-nosed agitators— 
avowed "Pacifists'' all —curi- 
ously have found nothing topro- 
test in tho Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. Their hero, Ho 
Chi Minh, actually approved the 
occupation of Czechoslovakia by 
Russian tanks and troops. 
Indeed, one intelligence re- 
port suggests that Communist 
liners deliberately provoked the 
violence in Chicago in an at- 
tempt to divert world attention 
from the Russian invasion. 
Significantly, some of the dem- 
onstrators in Chicago waved the 
same Red flags that the Soviet 
invaders carried into Czecho- 
slovakia. 
As in Chicago, the campus 
agitators next month will try to 
goad the authorities into at- 
tacking them. They want to pro- 
duce martyrs who will win pub- 
lic sympathy for their cause. 
In Chicago, Mayor Richard Da- 
ley's police obliged the agita- 
tors by behaving, at times, like 
a mob themselves. 
Note: One of the leaders of the 
C h i c a g o demonstrations, ex- 
comedian Dick Gregory, de- 
clared himself to be a candi- 
date for President, then began 
his campaign, strangely, in 
London. If this puzzled news- 
men and politicians, the intel- 
ligence reports offer an explan- 
ation. A confidential report 
claims Gregory is financed by 
Bertrand Russell, the Commu- 
nist-leaning philosopher, who 
staged the mock "war crimes" 
trials against the U_ S0 Greg- 
ary received a reported $50,- 
000 from Russell before the 
Chicago convention, returned 
for more after the convention. 
The purpose, according to the 
confidential report, was "to fi- 
nance a Negro movement a- 
gainst the Democrats." 
McCLELLAN'S CONFLICTS 
Senator John McClellan, D- 
Ark., the Senate's angry man, 
is back in the spotlight invest- 
igating hoodlums. When the ca- 
meras aren't focused on him. 
however, he is working on leg- 
islation that would free tele- 
vision cable companies from 
paying copyright fees to the 
networks. 
He isn't at all inhibited, ap- 
parently, by the fact that he is 
a stockholder of Midwest Vid- 
eo, a television cable company 
with outlets all over the coun- 
try. His son and son-in-law are 
also stockholders. 
It was McClellan, too, who led 
the Senate fight against chart- 
ering national banks. He charg- 
ed angrily; "Too many nation- 
al banks are being unwisely 
chartered too fast and too free- 
ly." 


He didn't mention that he was 
specifically interested in block- 
ing charters for three banks in 
the Little Rock area, which 
would have brought direct com- 
petition for the First National 
Bank of Little Rock and the 
Bank of West Memphis in the 
Little Rock suburbs. McClel- 
lan is a leading stockholder in 
both banks. 
Note: Even in his crusade a- 
gainst crime, McClellan has 
overlooked one of the nation's 
worst sin centers in his own 
home state. Gambling and vice 
flourish in Hot Springs, Ark., 
without the slightest interfer- 
ence from McClellan's inves- 
tigators.

It has been my privilege to 
read Dr. Will Durant's latest 
book — "Lessons From His- 
tory," and I should like to rec- 
ommend it to whomsoever might 
be interested in this changing 
world. 


There is no contemporary his - 
tarian whose volumes compare 
with Will Durant's; he is al- 
ways thorough, f a c t u a l and 
entertaining; nor has any Amer- 
ican ever approached his liter- 
ary attainment. His first non- 
fiction work was "The Story 
of Philosophy," written in the 
early twenties. It became a best 
seller for months. 


The life story of this great 
American seems unbelievable 
at times. In his youth, after 
being expelled from a Catholic 
college for heresy utterings, 
he became one of New York's 
most persistent and trouble- 
some radicals. A serious acci- 
dent by a bomb explosion seem- 
ed fatal for awhile, but on re- 
covery a wealthy citizen of- 
fered him a new start in life 
with t r a v e l opportunities a- 
round the world and followed by 
acceptance at Columbia Univer- 
sity. At Columbia his advance- 
ment was phenomenal and two 
years later he occupied a chair 
in history. It was here we first 
met while I took one of his 
courses in philosophy. We have 
been close friends ever since 
(nearly 60 years) and corres- 
pond regularly.

HUBERT HUMPHREY'S 
BOLD CHOICE 
WASHINGTON — Vice Presi- 


dent Hubert H. Humphrey has 
made the boldest possible choi- 
ce of campaign strategy. In 
some degree, boldness was the 
only course open to him, for 
many obvious reasons. Yet the 
choice shows that Humphrey Is 
a very different sort of a man 
from what you might suppose, 
if you heed the Democratic 
dissidents. 
The choice, in brief, is to 
make America's ulcerated ra- 
cial problem the central is- 
sue of the campaign, and to 
discuss that problem in stern- 
ly realistic, even harshly plain 
language. The reasons for the 
choice are simple enough. They 
can be summarized with con- 
fidence, as Humphrey himself 
sees them. 
First, the racial problem ac- 
tually is the central issue of the 
campaign; and it would still re- 
main the central issue if neither 
Humphrey nor f o r m e r Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
gave it public prominence from 
now until November. 


Partly, this is true for negative 
reasons. With regard to the 
Vietnamese war, Nixon will un- 
doubtedly seek to repeat Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's Korean hat- 
trick in 1952. But on matters 
of substance concerning the 
war, Humphrey and Nixon are 
not enormously far apart, at 
least as yet. By the same token, 
the old social welfare and pork 
chop issues, that used to be the 
Democrats' chief stock in trade, 
have lost much of their majority 
appeal in the rising tide of af- 
fluence. 
Yet the main reasons for the 
racial problem being this cam- 
paign's central issue are tragi- 
cally positive. It is the long- 
range problem that is most 
on the minds of all Americans, 
whether white or black. Hardly 
a day passes, too, without 
some ghastly reminder of the 
problem's increasing inflam- 
mation, such as the recent 
c o u r t h o u s e conflict between 
Black Panther members and 
white, right-wing New York po- 
licemen out of uniform. 
The problem's powerful poli- 
tical impact can be seen in the 
huge and apparently increasing 
support for George C. Wallace, 
as well as in the Republican 
choice of the "Southern" cam- 
paign strategy. And as of today, 
this impact of the racial prob- 
lem is heavily unfavorable to 
Humphrey, except in the Negro 
wards of the big cities. 


Yet, 
making this the central 


issue will be a major feat for 
Humphrey, simply because Nix- 
on is certainly not a racist. 
There is no question about Nixon 
using the Southern strategy. 
There is no question about his 
hope to detach votes from Wal- 
lace. (Both were fully documen- 


ted in the pro-Nixon i ime mag- 
azine two weeks ago.) But Nixon 
has been doing these things, 
and will continue to do them if 
possible, in a manner far from 
easy to challenge. 
The m e t h o d Humphrey has 
adopted is borrowed from his 
own experience. Just as Nixon 
is no racist, Humphrey is most 
emphatically free of racial pre- 
judice. Yet in the West Virginia 
p r i m a r y in 1960, Humphrey 
hoped tobeat President Kennedy 
by a wide majority, simply be- 
cause Mr. Kennedy was a Cath- 
olic and West Virginia is an 
aggressively Protestant state. 
On that occasion, with some 
help from events, Mr. Kennedy 
managed to drag the issue of 
religious prejudice out into the 
open, and to pose the question 
for the West Virginia voters, 
"Are you prejudiced or arc 
you not?' K e n n e d y thereby 
turned the state around and won 
handsomely. Humphrey 
now 


wants to do the same thing 
with racial prejudice. 
It will be uphill all the way, if 
only because the country's ten- 
dency toward the right is too 
blatantly obvious toneeddis- 
cussing. Even the d i s s i d e n t 
Democrats, with their egotism, 
their Vietnam-mania and their 
swollen self-righteousness, 
may resist the election being 
fought on the issue that is now 
central. 


But the hard facts remain. If 
this country turns back from the 
effort to offer justice and equal 
opportunity to its black minor- 
ity, that turning back will auto- 
matically take this c o u n t r y 
some way down the road to 
apartheid. That road is one 
from which retreat will not be 
easy. And if we take that road, 
the ultimate consequences for 
the white majority will be nearly 
as appalling as the conse- 
quences for the black minority. 
Today, that may seem an ex- 
treme statement to those who 
are unfamiliar with the racial 
problem's darker sides, espe- 
cially in the big cities. But these 
matters have their own built- 
in, irresistible momentum. Stop 
going one way, and you cannot 
help but go the other. Start 
going the other way a little, and 
then you must go further. That 
is the long and short of it. 
One hopes, of course, that 
Humphrey's d i r e c t challenge 
will deflect Nixon from the 
Southern strategy and dissuade 
him from covert appeals to 
Wallace voters. Even if Nixon 
wins on that basis, as he would 
have good hopes of doing, Hum - 
phrey would then have perform - 
ed a major national service by 
throwing down the challenge. 
At any rate, Humphrey's cho- 
ice of the bold strategy should 
make this a memorable elec- 
tion, with stakes the highest 
in a long time.

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The Needs O f Education 


It was interesting and perhaps not unintended coincidence that 
President Johnson released two reports on the outlook for educa­ 
tion just as millions of children were returning to classroom s 
throughout the country. The sight of the young trooping off to 
school in unprecedented numbers is an impressive reminder that 
problems of assuring these and their successors a good education 
stand very high on the list of national priority items. 


One of the reports, “ Education in the Seventies,” was advan­ 
ced not as a statement of policy but as a document intended to 
“ stimulate discussion about the needs for education” in the com­ 
ing decade. This appears to set the tone of the two reports and of 
an accompanying memorandum from Secretary Cohen of the De­ 
partment of Health, Education and Welfare. There is some v ar­ 
iance in predictions of what lies ahead. 


Experts seem to be in doubt, for example, as to how many 
teachers will be required. One report foresees a need for another 
500,000 teachers by 1975. At the same time, it is noted that if 
the trend toward preschool learning program s and lower pupil- 
teacher ratios does not continue there might even be a consider­ 
able surplus of teachers by that year. 


If the drive toward “ best possible education for all” does not 
slacken, there is little doubt that hundreds of thousands will have 
to be added to the present teaching force. Educational quality can­ 
not be maintained and improved if class size is allowed to in­ 
crease and if preschool program s are abandoned. 


Costs will substantially rise if the movement toward better 
education for all American children continues. Under these c ir­ 
cumstances there can be no doubt that, as Secretary Cohen noted 
in his memorandum to the President, billions more will have to be 
spent on education. That is so even though a tapering-off of the 
increase in school enrollments is expected. 


No letup can be anticipated in the push toward making higher 
education available to all who can qualify for it. There is a grow­ 
ing popular consensus that financial b arriers alone should not bar 
any boy or girl from a college education. If this concept is fully 
implemented, direct federal aid to students will have to be great­ 
ly increased. 


Assuring high quality education to all of the rising generation 
will cost a great deal more than at present. But this is one public 
investment that can be counted on to pay off handsomely.

WHAT is the safe way to 
remove hanging hairs in the 
nose ? 
It will be noticed th at hairs 
grow a t the junction of the 
skin and the mucous mem­ 
brane lining of the nose. These 
hairs are nature’s mechanism 
to 
protect 
against 
foreign 
b o d i e s 
and

dust 
entering 
into the nose. 
T h e s e hairs, 
like hair else­ 
where, g r o w 
and sometimes 
become exces­ 
sively 
l o n g 
and unsightly. 
S o m e people 
allow them to 
grow 
because 
t h e y a r e 
afraid of endangering them­ 
selves 
if they cut or pluck 
them. 
In some instances this 
is true. 
A t 
the base of all hairs 
germs can invade the tiny 
opening and cause an infec­ 
tion or an abscess. For this 
reason plucking is not sug­ 
gested because the skin edge 
can be broken and thus ex­ 
posed to the invasion by bac­ 
teria. 
H airs can be cut to about 
half their length with com­ 
plete safety. There are now 
specially 
made 
dull 
ended 
scissors which do not injure 
the skin or the lining of the 
nose. 
Generally.it is safer if some­ 
one else does the cutting. A t­ 
tem pts to do so alone by look­ 
ing in the m irror confuse even 
the m ost dextrous people, and 
skin injuries result. 
Before cutting the hair, the 
nose should be cleaned with 
soap and w ater and a mild 
solution of alcohol. The scis­ 
sors, too, should be cleaned 
with alcohol.

Dr. Charles L. Fox. of Col­ 
umbia University’s College of

Fox has taken two standard 
drugs, silver nitrate and one 
of the sulfa compounds, and 
combined them so th at now 
the advantages of both be­ 
come evident in fighting in­ 
fection after bum s. 
The drug has been used in 
a fairly large number of pa­ 
tients in Vietnam and in a 
similar group of patients in 
the United States. The com­ 
bined study seems to show 
that the growth of very dan­ 
gerous germ s has definitely 
been prevented, despite rather 
unsanitary conditions a t the 
battlefront. 
When the drug has been 
extensively used, it will be 
given out for general con­ 
sumption to the civilian popu­ 
lation.

INTO TV COVERAGE OF CHI­ 
CAGO CONVENTION; AGITA­ 
TORS WHO PROVOKED CHI­ 
CAGO COPS PREPARE FOR 
CAMPUS CONFRONTATIONS. 
WASHINGTON — The House 
Commerce Committee, which 
has jurisdiction over Radio-TV 
legislation, has opened a quiet 
invesitgation into the TV cov­ 
erage of the Democratic Con­ 
vention. 
Chairman Harley Staggers, D- 
W. Va., ordered his investiga­ 
tors this week to determine 
whether the TV network delib­ 
erately focused on incidents 
that would em barrass the Dem­ 
ocrats. 
His action was taken after this 
column reported that the net­ 
works sought revenge against 
the Democrats for locating their 
convention in Chicago and forc­ 
ing a $3 million shift on TV 
equipment from Miami Beach to 
Chicago. 
One network, sore at Mayor 
Richard Daley for obstructing 
TV coverage, reportedly order­ 
ed its news chiefs to “ get 
Daley.” 
Certainly the networks played 
up the controversies, featured 
the dissidents and focused heav­ 
ily on police brutality. Equal 
attention definitely was not giv­ 
en to the Democratic regulars 
or to the provocations that made 
the police lose their tem pers. 
Perhaps the networks simply 
were looking for provocative TV 
fare in order to boost their r a ­ 
tings, attract sponsors and in­ 
crease profits. In other deliber­ 
ative b o d i e s , TV reporters 
would never be permitted on the 
floor during debate to question a 
delegate about his motives. In­ 
deed, TV cam eras aren’t even 
allowed inside the British House 
of Commons, Japanese Diet or, 
say, the U. S. House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
Staggers would also like to 
know whether the TV cameras 
helped to promote the distur­ 
bances by providing a national 
spotlight for the troublemakers. 
T h e r e have been complaints, 
too, that the networks influenced 
e v e n t s by broadcasting un­ 
checked rum ors and over-em ­ 
phasizing certain stories. 
It will be worth watching how 
far Staggers gets with his TV 
inquiry. For he is butting up 
against one of the most power­ 
ful lobbies cm Capitol Hill. 
Congressmen don’t like to of­ 
fend TV stations, which give 
them a lot of free exposure. 
Many congressmen also have a 
pocket book interest in broad­ 
casting through personal or fa­ 
mily holdings in radio-TV sta ­ 
tions. The law firms of other 
congressmen represent radio- 
TV clients. 
It may not be altogether s u r­ 
prising, t h e r e f o r e , that the 
House by a 317-43 vote stopped 
the F e d e r a l Communications 
Commission from limiting the 
number of commercials on TV. 
H o w e v e r , the networks lost 
many friends 
ch i Capitol Hill, 
at least among the Democrats, 
by their TV presentation of the 
Chicago convention. 
CAMPUS CONFRONTATION 
The agitators, who fired up the 
youthful demonstrators in Chi­ 
cago, are back in their hangouts 
preparing for a new confronta­ 
tion on college campuses next 
month. 
They have set the period of 
October 23-30, according to 
confidential FBI information, 
for student demonstrations at 
universities t h r o u g h o u t the

country. 
The object of the demonstra­ 
tions, as usual, will be the Viet­ 
nam war. They will protest a- 
gainst U .S .“ 1 n f l e x I b i 1 it y, ” 
which they will blame for the 
lack of progress at the Paris 
truce talks. 
These hard-nosed agitators— 
avowed “ Pacifists” all —curi­ 
ously have found nothingtopro- 
test in the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. Their hero, Ho 
Chi Minh, actually approved the 
occupation of Czechoslovakia by 
Russian tanks and troops. 
Indeed, one intelligence re ­ 
port suggests that Communist 
liners deliberately provoked the 
violence in Chicago in an at­ 
tempt to divert world attention 
from the Russian invasion. 
Significantly, some of the dem­ 
onstrators in Chicago waved the 
same Red flags that the Soviet 
invaders carried into Czecho­ 
slovakia. 
As in Chicago, the campus 
agitators next month will try to 
goad the authorities into at­ 
tacking them. They want to pro­ 
duce m artyrs who will win pub­ 
lic sympathy for their cause. 
In Chicago, Mayor Richard Da­ 
ley's police obliged the agita­ 
tors by behaving, at tim es, like 
a mob themselves. 
Note: One of the leaders of the 
C h i c a g o demonstrations, ex­ 
comedian Dick Gregory, de­ 
clared himself to be a candi­ 
date for President, then began 
his c a m p a i g n , strangely, in 
London. If this puzzled news­ 
men and politicians, the intel­ 
ligence reports offer an explan­ 
ation. A confidential r e p o r t 
claims Gregory is financed by 
Bertrand Russell, the Commu­ 
nist-leaning philosopher, who 
staged the mock “ war crim es” 
trials against the U. S. Greg- 
ary received a reported $50,- 
000 from Russell before the 
Chicago convention, returned 
for more after the convention. 
The purpose, according to the 
confidential report, was “ to fi­ 
nance a Negro movement a- 
gainst the Dem ocrats.” 
MCCLELLAN’S CONFLICTS 
Senator John McClellan, D- 
Ark., the Senate’s angry man, 
is back in the spotlight invest­ 
igating hoodlums. When the ca­ 
meras aren’t focused on him. 
however, he is working on leg­ 
islation that would free tele­ 
vision cable companies from 
paying copyright fees to the 
networks. 
He isn’t at all inhibited, ap­ 
parently, by the fact that he is 
a stockholder of Midwest Vid­ 
eo, a television cable company 
with outlets all over the coun­ 
try. His son and son-in-law are 
also stockholders. 
It was McClellan, too, who led 
the Senate fight against chart­ 
ering national banks. He charg­ 
ed angrily: “ Too many nation­ 
al banks are being unwisely 
chartered too fast and too free­ 
ly.” 
He didn’t mention that he was 
specifically interested in block­ 
ing charters for three banks in 
the Little Rock area, which 
would have brought direct com­ 
petition for the First National 
Bank of Little Rock and the 
Bank of West Memphis in the 
Little Rock suburbs. McClel­ 
lan Is a leading stockholder in 
both banks. 
Note; Even in his crusade a - 
gainst crim e, McClellan has 
overlooked one of the nation’s 
worst sin centers in his own 
home state. Gambling and vice 
flourish in Hot Springs, Ark., 
without the slightest interfer­ 
ence from McClellan’s inves­ 
tigators.

HUBERT HUMPHREY’S 
BOLD CHOICE 
WASHINGTON — Vice P resi­ 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey has 
made the boldest possible choi­ 
ce of campaign strategy. In 
some degree, boldness was the 
only course open to him, for 
many obvious reasons. Yet the 
choice shows that Humphrey is 
a very different sort of a man 
from what you might suppose, 
if you heed the Democratic 
dissidents. 
The choice, in brief, is to 
make America’s ulcerated ra ­ 
cial problem the central is ­ 
sue of the campaign, and to 
discuss that problem in stern­ 
ly realistic, even harshly plain 
language. The reasons for the 
choice are simple enough. They 
can be summarized with con­ 
fidence, as Humphrey himself 
sees them. 
F irst, the racial problem ac­ 
tually is the central issue of the 
campaign; and it would still re ­ 
main the central issue if neither 
Humphrey hor f o r m e r Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
gave it public prominence from 
now until November. 
Partly, this is true for negative 
r e a s o n s . With regard to the 
Vietnamese war, Nixon will un­ 
doubtedly seek to repeat P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s Korean hat- 
trick in 1952. But on matters 
of s u b s t a n c e concerning the 
war, Humphrey and Nixon are 
not enormously far apart, at 
least as yet. By the same token, 
the old social welfare and pork 
chop issues, that used to be the 
Democrats’ chief stock in trade, 
have lost much of their majority 
appeal in the rising tide of af­ 
fluence. 
Yet the main reasons for the 
racial problem being this cam ­ 
paign’s central issue are tragi­ 
cally positive. It is the long- 
range problem that is most 
on the minds of all Americans, 
whether white or black. Hardly 
a day passes, too, without 
some ghastly rem inder of the 
problem’s increasing inflam­ 
mation, such as the r e c e n t 
c o u r t h o u s e conflict between 
Black Panther m em bers and 
white, right-wing New York po­ 
licemen out of uniform. 
The problem’s powerful poli­ 
tical impact can be seen in the 
huge and apparently increasing 
support for George C. Wallace, 
as well as in the Republican 
choice of the “ Southern” cam­ 
paign strategy. And as of today, 
this impact of the racial prob­ 
lem is heavily unfavorable to 
Humphrey, except in the Negro 
wards of the big cities. 
Yet, making this the central 
issue will be a major feat for 
Humphrey, simply because Nix­ 
on is certainly not a racist. 
There is no question about Nixon 
using the Southern strategy. 
There is no question about his 
hope to detach votes from Wal­ 
lace. (Both were fully documen­ 


ted in the pro-Nixon Time mag­ 
azine two weeks ago.) But Nixon 
has been doing these things, 
and will continue to do them if 
possible, in a maimer far from 
easy to challenge. 
The me t h o d Humphrey has 
adopted is borrowed from his 
own experience. Just as Nixon 
is no racist, Humphrey is most 
emphatically free of racial pre­ 
judice. Yet in the West Virginia 
p r i m a r y in 1960, Humphrey 
hoped tobeat President Kennedy 
by a wide majority, simply be­ 
cause Mr. Kennedy was a Cath­ 
olic and West Virginia is an 
aggressively Protestant state. 
On that occasion, with some 
help from events, Mr. Kennedy 
managed to drag the Issue of 
religious prejudice out into the 
open, and to pose the question 
for the West Virginia voters, 
“ Are you prejudiced or aro 
you n o t?’ K e n n e d y thereby 
turned the state around and won 
handsomely. Humphrey 
now 
wants to do the same thing 
with racial prejudice. 
It will be uphill all the way, If 
only because the country’s ten­ 
dency toward the right is too 
blatantly o b v i o u s to need dis­ 
cussing. Even the d i s s i d e n t 
Democrats, with their egotism, 
their Vietnam-mania and their 
s w o l l e n 
self -righteousness, 
may resist the election being 
fought on the issue that is now 
central. 


But the hard facts remain. If 
this country turns back from the 
effort to offer justice and equal 
opportunity to its black minor­ 
ity, that turning back will auto­ 
matically take this c o u n t r y 
some way down the road to 
apartheid. That road is one 
from which retreat will not be 
easy. And if we take that road, 
the ultimate consequences for 
the white majority will be nearly 
as a p p a l l i n g as the conse­ 
quences for the black minority. 
Today, that may seem an ex­ 
trem e statement to those who 
are unfamiliar with the racial 
problem’s darker sides, espe­ 
cially in the big cities. But these 
m atters have their own built- 
in, irresistible momentum. Stop 
going one way, and you cannot 
help but go the other. Start 
going the other way a little, and 
then you must go further. That 
is the long and short of it. 


One hopes, of course, that 
Humphrey’s d i r e c t challenge 
will deflect Nixon from the 
Southern strategy and dissuade 
him from covert appeals to 
Wallace voters. Even If Nixon 
wins on that basis, as he would 
have good hopes of doing,Hum­ 
phrey would then have perform - 
ed a major national service by 
throwing down the challenge. 
At any rate, Humphrey’s cho­ 
ice of the bold strategy should 
make this a memorable elec­ 
tion, with stakes the highest 
in a long time.

The Needs O f Education 


It was interesting and perhaps not unintended coincidence that 
President Johnson released two reports on the outlook for educa­ 
tion just as millions of children were returning to classroom s 
throughout the country. The sight of the young trooping off to 
school in unprecedented numbers is an impressive reminder that 
problems of assuring these and their successors a good education 
stand very high on the list of national priority items. 


One of the reports, “ Education in the Seventies,” was advan­ 
ced not as a statement of policy but as a document intended to 
“ stimulate discussion about the needs for education” in the com­ 
ing decade. This appears to set the tone of the two reports and of 
an accompanying memorandum from Secretary Cohen of the De­ 
partment of Health, Education and W elfare. There is some v ar­ 
iance in predictions of what lies ahead. 


Experts seem to be in doubt, for example, as to how many 
teachers will be required. One report foresees a need for another 
500,000 teachers by 1975. At the same time, it is noted that if 
the trend toward preschool learning programs and lower pupil- 
teacher ratios does not continue there might even be a consider­ 
able surplus of teachers by that year. 


If the drive toward “ best possible education for all" does not 
slacken, there is little doubt that hundreds of thousands will have 
to be added to the present teaching force. Educational quality can­ 
not be maintained and improved if class size is allowed to in­ 
crease and if preschool program s are abandoned. 


Costs will substantially rise if the movement toward better 
education for all American children continues. Under these c ir­ 
cumstances there can be no doubt that, as Secretary Cohen noted 
in his memorandum to the President, billions more will have to be 
spent on education. That is so even though a tapering-off of the 
increase in school enrollments is expected. 


No letup can be anticipated in the push toward making higher 
education available to all who can qualify for it. There is a grow­ 
ing popular consensus that financial b arriers alone should not bar 
any boy or girl from a college education. If this concept is fully 
implemented, direct federal aid to students will have to be great­ 
ly increased. 


Assuring high quality education to all of the rising generation 
will cost a great deal more than at present. But this is one public 
investment that can be counted on to pay off handsomely.

WHAT is the safe way to 
remove hanging hairs in the 
nose? 
It will be noticed that hairs 
grow a t the junction of the 
skin and the mucous mem­ 
brane lining of the nose. These 
hairs are nature’s mechanism 
to 
protect 
against 
foreign 
b o d i e s and

dust 
entering 
into the nose. 
T h e s e hairs, 
like hair else­ 
where, g r o w 
and sometimes 
become exces­ 
sively 
l o n g 
and unsightly. 
S o m e people 
allow them to 
grow because 
t h e y a r e 
afraid of endangering them­ 
selves if they cut or pluck 
them. In some instances this 
is true. 
A t the base of all hairs 
germ s can invade the tiny 
opening and cause an infec­ 
tion or an abscess. For this 
reason plucking is not sug­ 
gested because the skin edge 
can be broken and thus ex­ 
posed to the invasion by bac­ 
te ria 
H airs can be cut to about 
half their length with com­ 
plete safety. There are now 
specially 
made 
dull 
ended 
scissors which do not injure 
the skin or the lining of the 
nose. 
Generally.it is safer if some­ 
one else does the cutting. A t­ 
tem pts to do so alone by look­ 
ing in the m irror confuse even 
the m ost dextrous people, and 
skin injuries result. 
Before cutting the hair, the 
nose should be cleaned with 
soap and w ater and a mild 
solution of alcohol. The scis­ 
sors, too, should be cleaned 
with alcohol.

INTO TV COVERAGE OF CHI­ 
CAGO CONVENTION; AGITA­ 
TORS WHO PROVOKED CHI­ 
CAGO COPS PREPARE FOR 
CAMPUS CONFRONTATIONS. 
WASHINGTON - The House 
Commerce Committee, which 
has jurisdiction over Radio-TV 
legislation, has opened a quiet 
invesitgation into the TV cov­ 
erage of the Democratic Con­ 
vention. 
Chairman Harley Staggers, D- 
W. Va., ordered his investiga­ 
tors this week to determine 
whether the TV network delib­ 
erately focused on incidents 
that woidd em barrass the Dem­ 
ocrats. 
His action was taken after this 
column reported that the net­ 
works sought revenge against 
the Dem ocrats for locating their 
convention in Chicago and forc­ 
ing a $3 million shift on TV 
equipment from Miami Beach to 
Chicago. 
One network, sore at Mayor 
Richard Daley for obstructing 
TV coverage, reportedly order­ 
ed its news chiefs to “ get 
Daley.” 
Certainly the networks played 
ig) the controversies, featured 
the dissidents and focused heav­ 
ily on police brutality. Equal 
attention definitely was not giv­ 
en to the Democratic regulars 
or to the provocations that made 
the police lose their tempers. 
Perhaps the networks simply 
were looking for provocative TV 
fare in order to boost their ra ­ 
tings, attract sponsors and in­ 
crease profits. In other deliber­ 
ative b o d i e s , TV reporters 
would never be permitted on the 
floor during debate to question a 
delegate about his motives. In­ 
deed, TV cameras aren’t even 
allowed inside the B ritish House 
of Commons, Japanese Diet or, 
say, the U. S. House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
Staggers would also like to 
know whether the TV cameras 
helped to promote the distur­ 
bances by providing a national 
spotlight for the troublemakers. 
T h e r e have been complaints, 
too, that the networks influenced 
e v e n t s by broadcasting un­ 
checked rumors and over-em ­ 
phasizing certain stories. 
It will be worth watching how 
far Staggers gets with his TV 
inquiry. For he is butting up 
against one of the most power­ 
ful lobbies on Capitol Hill. 
Congressmen don’t like to of­ 
fend TV stations, which give 
them a lot of free exposure. 
Many congressmen also have a 
pocket book interest in broad­ 
casting through personal or fa­ 
mily holdings in radio-TV sta­ 
tions. The law firm s of other 
congressmen represent radio- 
TV clients. 
It may not be altogether su r­ 
prising, t h e r e f o r e , that the 
House by a 317-43 vote stopped 
the F e d e r a l Communications 
Commission from limiting the 
number of commercials on TV. 
H o w e v e r , the networks lost 
many friends on Capitol Hill, 
at least among the Democrats, 
by their TV presentation of the 
Chicago convention. 
CAMPUS CONFRONTATION 
The agitators, who fired up the 
youthful demonstrators in Chi­ 
cago, a re back in their hangouts 
preparing for a new confronta­ 
tion on college campuses next 
month. 
They have set the period of 
October 23-30, according to 
confidential FBI information, 
for student demonstrations at 
universities t h r o u g h o u t the

The object of the demonstra­ 
tions, as usual, will be the Viet­ 
nam war. They will protest a- 
gainst U .S .“ i n f l e x i b i l i t y , ” 
which they will blame for the 
lack of progress at the Paris 
truce talks. 
These hard-nosed agitators— 
avowed “ Pacifists’’ all —curi­ 
ously have found nothing topro- 
test in the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. T heir hero,Ho 
Chi Minh, actually approved the 
occupation of Czechoslovakia by 
Russian tanks and troops. 
Indeed, one intelligence re ­ 
port suggests that Communist 
liners deliberately provoked the 
violence in Chicago in an at­ 
tempt to divert world attention 
from the Russian invasion. 
Significantly, some of the dem­ 
onstrators in Chicago waved the 
sam e Red flags that the Soviet 
invaders carried into Czecho­ 
slovakia. 
As in Chicago, the campus 
agitators next month will try to 
goad the authorities into at­ 
tacking them. They wanttopro- 
duce m artyrs who will win pub­ 
lic sympathy for their cause. 
In Chicago, Mayor Richard Da­ 
ley 's police obliged the agita­ 
to rs by behaving, at tim es, like 
a mob themselves. 
Note; One of the leaders of the 
C h i c a g o demonstrations, ex­ 
comedian Dick Gregory, de­ 
clared himself to be a candi­ 
date for President, then began 
his c a m p a i g n , strangely, in 
London. If this puzzled news­ 
men and politicians, the intel­ 
ligence reports offer an explan­ 
ation. A confidential r e p o r t 
claim s Gregory is financed by 
Bertrand Russell, the Commu­ 
nist-leaning philosopher, who 
staged the mock “ war crim es” 
tria ls against the U. S. Greg- 
ary received a reported $50,- 
000 from Russell before the 
Chicago convention, returned 
for more after the convention. 
The purpose, according to the 
confidential report, was “ to fi­ 
nance a Negro movement a- 
gainst the Dem ocrats.” 
MCCLELLAN’S CONFLICTS 
Senator John McClellan, D- 
Ark., the Senate’s angry man, 
is back in the spotlight invest­ 
igating hoodlums. When the ca­ 
m eras aren’t focused on him. 
however, he is working on leg­ 
islation that would free tele­ 
vision cable companies from 
paying copyright fees to the 
networks. 
He isn’t at all inhibited, ap­ 
parently, by the fact that he is 
a stockholder of Midwest Vid­ 
eo, a television cable company 
with outlets all over the coun­ 
try . His son and son-in-law are 
also stockholders. 
It was McClellan, too, who led 
the Senate fight against chart­ 
ering national banks. He charg­ 
ed angrily: “ Too many nation­ 
al banks are being unwisely 
chartered too fast and too free­ 
ly .’» 
He didn’t mention that he was 
specifically interested In block­ 
ing charters for three banks in 
the Little Rock area, which 
would have brought direct com - 
petition for the F irst National 
Bank of Little Rock and the 
Bank of West Memphis in the 
L ittle Rock suburbs. McClel­ 
lan is a leading stockholder in 
both banks. 
Note; Even in his crusade a - 
gainst crime, McClellan has 
overlooked one of the nation’s 
w orst sin centers in his own 
home state. Gambling and vicé 
flourish in Hot Springs, Ark., 
without the slightest interfer­ 
ence from McClellan’s inves­ 
tigators. 
DAILY CROSSWORD 
Dr. Charles L. Fox. of Col­ 
umbia University’s College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, has. 
with his colleagues, created 
a new drug which seems to 
have great advantage over 
those previously in use. Dr. 
Fox has taken two standard 
drugs, silver nitrate and one 
of the sulfa compounds, and 
combined them so th a t now 
the advantages of both be­ 
come evident in fighting in­ 
fection after bum s. 
The drug has been used in 
a fairly large num ber of pa­ 
tients in Vietnam and in a 
similar group of patients in 
the United States. The com­ 
bined study seems to show 
that the growth of very dan­ 
gerous germs has definitely 
been prevented, despite rather 
unsanitary conditions a t the 
battiefront. 
When the drug has been 
extensively used, it will be 
given out for general con­ 
sumption to the civilian popu­ 
lation.

His first non­ 
fiction work was “ The Story 
of Philosophy,” written in the 
early twenties. It became a best 
seller for months. 
The life story of this great 
American seem s unbelievable 
at times. In his youth, after 
being expelled from a Catholic 
college for heresy utterings, 
he became one of New York’s 
most persistent and trouble­ 
some radicals. A serious acci­ 
dent by a bomb explosion seem ­ 
ed fatal for awhile, but on r e ­ 
covery a wealthy citizen of­ 
fered him a new start in life 
with t r a v e l opportunities a - 
round the world and followed by 
acceptance at Columbia Univer­ 
sity. At Columbia his advance­ 
ment was phenomenal and two 
years later he occupied a chair 
in history. It was here we first 
met while I took one of his 
courses in philosophy. We have 
been close friends ever since 
(nearly 60 years) and c o rre s­ 
pond regularly. We both had the

good sense to come to Califor­ 
nia 40-odd years ago. He is my 
age and resides near Los An­ 
geles with his schooldays wife 
and their only daughter, Ethel.

HUBERT HUMPHREY’S 
BOLD CHOICE 
WASHINGTON — Vice P re si­ 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey has 
made the boldest possible choi­ 
ce of campaign strategy. In 
some degree, boldness was the 


o n ly course open to him, for 
many obvious reasons. Yet the 
choice shows that Humphrey is 
a very different sort of a man 
from what you might suppose, 
if you heed the Democratic 
dissidents. 
The choice, in brief, is to 
make America’s ulcerated ra ­ 
cial problem the central is ­ 
sue of the campaign, and to 
discuss that problem in stern ­ 
ly realistic, even harshly plain 
language. The reasons for the 
choice are simple enough. They 
can be summarized with con­ 
fidence, as Humphrey himself 
sees them. 
F irst, the racial problem ac­ 
tually is the central issue of the 
campaign; and it would still re ­ 
main the central issue if neither 
Humphrey hor f o r m e r Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
gave it public prominence from 
now until November. 
Partly, this is true for negative 
r e a s o n s . With regard to the 
Vietnamese war, Nixon will un­ 
doubtedly seek to repeat P re si­ 
dent Eisenhower’s Korean hat- 
trick in 1952. But on m atters 
of s u b s t a n c e concerning the 
war, Humphrey and Nixon are 
not enormously far apart, at 
least as yet. By the sam e token, 
the old social welfare and pork 
chop issues, that used to be the 
Democrats’ chief stock in trade, 
have lost much of their m ajority 
appeal in the rising tide of af­ 
fluence. 
Yet the main reasons for the 
racial problem being this cam ­ 
paign’s central issue are trag i­ 
cally positive. It is the long- 
range problem that is most 
on the minds of all Americans, 
whether white or black. Hardly 
a day passes, too, without 
some ghastly rem inder of the 
problem’s increasing inflam ­ 
mation, such as the r e c e n t 
c o u r t h o u s e conflict between 
Black Panther mem bers and 
white, right-wing New York po­ 
licemen out of uniform. 
The problem’s powerful poli­ 
tical impact can be seen in the 
huge and apparently increasing 
support for George C. Wallace, 
as well as in the Republican 
choice of the “ Southern” cam ­ 
paign strategy. And as of today, 
this impact of the racial prob­ 
lem is heavily unfavorable to 
Humphrey, except in the Negro 
wards of the big cities. 
Yet, making this the central 
issue will be a major feat for 
Humphrey, simply because Nix­ 
on is certainly not a racist. 
There is no question about Nixon 
using the Southern strategy. 
There is no question about his 
hope to detach votes from Wal­ 
lace. (Both were fully documen­ 


ted In the pro-Nixon Time mag­ 
azine two weeks ago.) But Nixon 
has been doing these things, 
and will continue to do them if 
possible, In a manner far from 
easy to challenge. 
The m e t h o d Humphrey has 
adopted Is borrowed from his 
own experience. Just as Nixon 
is no racist, Humphrey is most 
emphatically free of racial pre­ 
judice. Yet in the West Virginia 
p r i m a r y in 1960, Humphrey 
hoped tobeat President Kennedy 
by a wide majority, simply be­ 
cause Mr. Kennedy was a Cath­ 
olic and West Virginia is an 
aggressively Protestant state. 
On that occasion, with some 
help from events, Mr. Kennedy 
managed to drag the issue of 
religious prejudice out into the 
open, and to pose the question 
for the West Virginia voters, 
“ «./e you prejudiced or arc 
you n o t? ’ K e n n e d y thereby 
turned the state around and won 
handsomely. Humphrey

It will be uphill all the way, if 
only because the country’s ten­ 
dency toward the right is too 
blatantly o b v i o u s to need dis­ 
cussing. Even the d i s s i d e n t 
Democrats, with their egotism, 
their Vietnam-mania and their 
s w o l l e n 
self -righteousness, 
may resist the election being 
fought on the issue that is now 
central. 


But the hard facts remain. If 
this country turns back from the 
effort to offer justice and equal 
opportunity to its black minor­ 
ity, that turning back will auto­ 
matically take this c o u n t r y 
some way down the road to 
apartheid. That road is one 
from which retreat will not be 
easy. And if we take that road, 
the ultimate consequences for 
the white majority will be nearl y 
as a p p a l l i n g as the conse­ 
quences for the black minority. 
Today, that may seem an ex­ 
trem e statement to those who 
are unfamiliar with the racial 
problem’s darker sides, espe­ 
cially in the big cities. But these 
m atters have their own built- 
in, irresistible momentum. Stop 
going one way, and you cannot 
help but go the other. Start 
going the other way a little, and 
then you must go further. That 
is the long and short of it. 


One hopes, of course, that 
Humphrey’s d i r e c t challenge 
will deflect Nixon from the 
Southern strategy and dissuade 
him from covert appeals to 
Wallace voters. Even If Nixon 
wins on that basis, as he would 
have good hopes of doing, Hum - 
phrey would then have perform - 
ed a major national service by 
throwing down the challenge. 
At any rate, Humphrey’s cho­ 
ice of the bold strategy should 
make this a memorable elec­ 
tion, with stakes the highest 
in a long tim e.
